They Beem to Be Feared by
Officisla and Politi-
cians,

A Patition Plcked from a Pigeon Hole
by The Bee.

There are few men in the city who
wicld mora politieal influence than
Pat Lacey, chief of the fire depart-
ment and keeper of asaloon on Broad-
way. He has many aequaintances, is
a shrewd and enthusiastic worker,
and has many wirea which he can pull
with the greatest of ease, On this
account, probably, there seems to be
a general tendency among officials and
politicians to either fall down and
worship him, or &t least to beware of
offending him and ealling down his
wrath, His strongest power seems to
be tho fear that he excitea that he will
wield his political influence for the
spoiling of any pet schemen, which
those who oppose him may devise,

mapor's opinion differs greatly from
that set forth in the petition, among
the signera to which are men of well

known standing and  respecia-
bility, and whose opinion s
entitled to public econsideration,

It remains to be meen whether
Lacey's political power, his influence
over the mayor, his control of the fite
department, and the fear of the coun:
eil that by thwarting him the fire de-
partment would be broken up and the
city left helpless,

It remained
for the council to confirm him, and
somo citizens, who objected to him,
claiming that a man in his business
should not be given such a position,
signed a protest against his confirma-
tion.

sundry reasons it was desmed best not
to have it pressed, as it would raisn
a1 fissue, which wounld be “‘un-
pleasant.” The petition or protest
was tuoked into a pigeon hole, and
the matter was quietly hushed up,
Laoey beingconfirmed,and theGuanella
faction satisfied by the appointment,
by Mayor Bowman, of one of the
